SALARIES FOR 


Object of Bill Now Before Britich House 
of Commons. 


Iendon, April 4—A wouan’s charter 
which propos.s to give wom:n the !raa- 
chise and man yother priivleges they 
new lack, is before the Coumcns. It 
takes the form of a series of eight bills 
introduced by Sir Charies Maclaren. 

One of the main objects of th» charter 
is to put married women in @ more 
equitable position with regard to pro 
perty, and another-ie to provide salaries 
for wives. It is prop that a wife 
who devotes her whole time to hous» 
keeping and care of children shall have 
a claim on her husband during his life 
and on his cetate afier death fcr a sum 
calcutated’ on a“ecale not exceeding the 
wagis of a housekeeper in her station of 
life, provided she has ‘not reeived any 
other personal allowance. Where the 
wife is a wage earner she shall not be 
legally liable for the support of her hus- 
band or his ghildren unless hor earn- 
ings or the income of her property ex- 
ceeds the minimum necessary for her 
support. Wives who work jointly in the 
same business as their husbands shall 
be regarded as partners, Fathers and 
mothers shall be joint guardians of their 
children. All universities or ins‘itutes 
deriving revenue from. estates s*all be 
ope nto women. Finally, bruta husbands 
are liable to heavier punishmest thae 
wnder the present Jaws.

OPEN UP THE NORTHWE6T. 

Two bundred and fifty miles north- 
west of Edmonton lies the “last, best 
West,” the Grand Prairie and Peace 
River country. Between here and 
there the country is rich in resources 
of many kinds. The soil is of exceed. 
ing depth and richness, It is drained 
by streams which some day will pro- 
duce power of unlimited quantity. 
Along the streams stand forests whose 
value can only be guessed at. The 
lakes and streams abound in fish and 
are many of them suitable for naviga- 
tion, Practically there is not a mile 
of country between Edmonton and 
Dunvegar: which would not mow be 
yielding wealth in some form or other 
if only the country were open to en- 
terprise, industry and capital. And 
at the end of the road lies the valley 
of the Peace, an empire waiting for 
the plow. 

This northwestern country is so 
good that people cannot be kept out 
of it. Beyond Morinville—eighteen 
miles north of Edmonton and seven 
miles west—is not a mile of railway 
between here and Peace river. The 
trail is absolutely the only means of 
getting into the country or out, for 
much of the way, and the trail in con- 
siderable part is always bad and 
sometimes impassable... In summer 
steamers ply on the Athabasca as far 
as the mouth of the Little Glave, and 
on Lesser Slave Lake. But the re 
mdinder of the journey must be 
madeé* by wagon, on horseback or on 
foot. In winter sleighs, dog trains, 
Or moccassine are the only means of 
transportation over the whole of this 
route. Winter and summer there is 
Bo means of getting into; through, or 
out of the country south of the Atha- 
basca save on foot, or by sleigh, wag: 
on or saddle, 

Yet’ people have gone into this 
northwestern country; and not ‘by the 
twos, nor the scores, ‘but by the hun- 
dreds, and ie hundreds total up 
into the ‘thousands,. The  coun- 
try ia well settled to the Athabasca, 
while scattered communities are found 
at Lesser Slave Lake, along the 
Smoky, the Wapiti, at Sturgeon Luke, 
in Grande Prairie and along the 
Peace. Every spring and summer sees 
an influx of new-comers into this im- 
Mense region; another regiment of 
pioneers who prefer to face the hard- 
ships of isolation to taking land near- 
er the railways, if by so doing they 
may have a stake and share in this 
northwestern country when it is open- 
ed up. 

The people in this country need rail. 
Way accommodation, and deserve it. 
And it is alike to their interest and 
to? that of Edmonton that they be 
given that accommodation without de- 
lay. If their future depends on it, 
@o does ours, Toward the northwest. 
ern country Edmonton stands as Win- 
nipeg stands to the Province of Mani- 
toba, and to the whole West. We 
are at the gateway.

Unfortunately there is no project 
now on the boards to open up that 
country. The Canadian Northern has 
a road projected from Morinville to 
Athabasca Landing, and one “from, 
at, or neat Edmonton, in a north- 
westerly direction,, towards Poace 
River, a distance of 50 miles.’’ Neither 
of these lines, nor both of them, 
would provide proper facilities for 
cither the Peace River country, or for 
the country between here and there. 
And there is practically “nothing do- 
ing’ om these lines. Little was done 
last year and so far nothing has been 
done this year. Whatever might be 
expected of them seeme to be an inst- 
ance of ‘‘hope deferred” indefinitely. 

What is wanted is a railway to 
the Peace River country, all the way 
to it, and built without delay. The 
road to Athabasca Landing should be 
completed and completed this year. 
But a road ending there would not 
solve the problem. The people on 
Grande Prairie and the Upper Peace 
are entitled to rail connection with 
Edmonton, and Edmonton needs the 
connection as quickly as it can be 
made. The people scattered through 
the country between here and Peace 
River are entitled to railway accom- 
modation, and it means business and 
money for Edmonton people to see 
that they get it without delay. 

This is where part of the $7,400,000 
should be put, when we have relieved 
ourselves of the Alberta: and Great 
Waterways Company. If one of the 
railway companies would undertake 
the project at the usual rate of guar- 
antee the road could be put through 
at a liability.of only $3,250,000 to the 
Province, And for that we would have 
a railway which would accommodate 
more people, and bring more business 
to Edmonton than could possibly be 
done by a road to Fort McMurray.

Minty probably expected they would 
go, he cou'd have fulfilled this prom- 
ise ‘without telling anything more 
than he felt like telling and still not 
have broken the law. Mr. Minty 
doubtless supposed the Commission 
would go to Winnipeg without author- 
ity to compel witnesses to appear and 
answer questions. Had they done so, 
Mr. Minty would have been free to 
appear or not to appear, and if he 
appeared, to tell what he felt like te!- 
ling and no more. The Commission 
in such case, would have had no 
power to punish, and therefore, no 
power to compel attendance or to re- 
quire answera from a witness, Nor 
would apy oath taken before the 
Commission—nor al] the oaths the 
Commission might require—have any 
standing in law; for im law the Com- 
migsion would have had no authority 
to put anybody under oath, Before 
such impotent tribuna] any man might 
appear with perfect security, might 
say what and how much he pleased, 
might prodace what papers he thought 
well, or produce none at all. The wit- 
neas would ‘be master of his tongue. 
If he appeared at all it would be of 
his own free grace and motion, and 
if he said anything at all it would be 
purely in courtesy. The Commission- 
ers and their counsel would in Mani- 
toba be nothing more than five pri- 
vate citizens of Alberta, and a citizen 
ot Manitoba might come before them 
or not come, might give them inéor- 
mation or not give it, just as he felt 
disposed. There would be no penalty 
for not appearing, for giving only par- 
tial testimony, or even for giving no 
testimony. That seems to have ‘becn 
the positi in which Mr. Minty 
thought he would be if the Commis- 
sion went to Winnipeg. 

At any rate, Mr.’ Minty objects to 
the Commission sitting in Winnipeg 
with power to compel witnesses to ap: 
pear and anewer questions ; and tried to 
prevent the Commission having suah 
power. The Commission concluded 
that if they were to go to Winnipeg 
they had better go with some prospect

He says Mr. Minty cannot lay ‘his 
hands on some of the documents he 
was asked to produce. A few days 
ago the reason was that his evidence 
before the Commission might affect 
his lawsuit with Mr. Hawes. That, it 
seems, has petered out, and is suc 
ceeded by the explanation that some 
documents ‘have disappeard. 

In this misfortune Mr. Minty is not 
exactly alone. There have been other 
witnesses before the Commission who 
could not locate papers they should 
have had on fyle. Indeed there 
seems to have been a kind of disap- 
pearing epidemic among papers relat- 
ing to the Alberta and Great Water. 
ways. Some, credibly believed to 
have been in existence, have not been 
found, Others have not been findable 
by the parties who were supposed to 
be their custodians. Some have been 
found where no one would think of 
looking for them. 

But the loss of papers has not been 
held to be a misfortune sufficiently 
heavy to deprive a witness of the 
power to give coherent, testimony. 
While free from any appearance of 
harshness toward the distressed, the 
Commission have mot heretofore ad- 
mitted that the loss of a paper unbal- 
anced a man’s mind to a degree which 
would warrant them in excusing him 
from exercising his memory. It is 
not likely they will make an exocep- 
tion even in the case o2 Mr. Minty. 
Rather, some inquisitive attorney may 
want to know where Mr. Minty saw 
the missing documents last. 


THE GROUNDS OF APPEAL. 

Following are some of the grounds 
on which Messrs, Machaffie, Baip end 
Minty tried to heve the Alberta Com- 
mission deprived of the power to 
compel witnesses to attend and giv: 
evidence before them in Winnipeg:—
